MILAN, Aug. 4.—The government be- 
Iieves Teresa Brugnoli holds the key to 


the whole anarchist conspiracy. Every in- 


ducement that appeals to her vanity and 
cupidity and self interest have been held 
out to persuade her to confess, but without 
success. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent saw 
Teresa today in her cell with Emma Coaz- 
zenove, the other female companion of As- 
sassin Bressi. Teresa is a handsome, regu- 
lar featured brunette, dark eyes and wavy 
black hair. She has a low forehead, finely 
penciled eyebrows, well-molded, largish 
mouth, perfect teeth, but yellow from cli- 
garette smoking. Her skin is a perfect 
creamy pallor, her eyes sparkle fiercely, 
her hands are somewhat large, but soft. 
She is of medium height and has well 
shaped figure. 

Coazzenove is also handsome, but seem- 
ingly a dissipated demimondaine without 
the attractiveness of Teresa's romantic 
character. 


Proof Against 
Blandishments. 

Teresa has resisted so far all threats 
and blandishments of the police magis- 
trates, stoutly maintaining that she was 
entirely ignorant of Bressi’s criminal in- 
tention in coming to Italy. In reply to a 
question she said: “I know nothing to tell 
them. 
even loving friends, have secrets from each 
other. 

“Am I an anarchist? I am an enemy of 
governments that oppress the poor with 
taxes and military service for its own ends. 

“Bressi oered his life for freedom. It 
was his affair. I can.tell you nothing.” 

These statements were repeated over and 
over again in di ent forms. The magis- 
trate told the Post-Dispatch that she had 
not acknowledged herself to be Teresa, but 
she accepted the designation with a shrug 
of her shoulders. 

She and Coazzenove have been left to- 
gether in the prison in the hope that she 
may talk, as every word would be over- 
heard. The cell is simply constructed for 
that purpose, but as it is Coazzenove is in 
anu almost dazed state, and Teresa has not 
spoken to her except during meals, never 
alluding to Bressi’s crime; save protesting 
against the injustice of detaining her,

She smokes incessantly long, thin, Italian 
cigars, sleeps soundly, eats moderately, 
drinks only diluted ine. She is ever on the 
giert. A suppressed volcano, judged by 
eyes and heaving bosom, she speaks lowly, 
almost listlessly, for an Italian. 

It is rumored that Coazzenove confessed 
to the police of acting as a spy on Teresa, 
but the latter apparently does not suspect 
her. 

The Milan police also claim to have made 
other important arrests, Lanner is re- 
ported to have confessed. 

A strict censorship has been enforced, 
and there is long delay on incoming tele- 


grams. 

The revolutionary paper Secolo has been 
suppressed for publishing an exultant dis- 
patch about New York anarchists.

Dooley and Harris Factions Met ata Picnic at Doe Run 
and in the Resulting Shooting One Dooley and 
Three Harrises Were Killed, One Dooley 
Fatally Wounded and Several 
Bystanders Shot.

DOE RUN, Mo., Aug. 4.—The workings of 
a feud between two of the  best- 
known families in this county today re- 
sulted in the killing of four men, the fa- 
tal wounding of one other and slight 
injuries to several others, among whom 
were innocent bystanders, attracted to the 
scene of the fight by the loud words that 
preceded the shooting. 

For the past year there has been illfeeling 
between the Harrises and the Dooleys. 
The members of both families are farmers. 
Up to this time the feud has resulted in 
nothing further than a war of words and 
an occasional fist fight between the 
younger members of the family. 

The feud began when the wife of one of 
the Harris boys left him and began to re- 
celve the attentions of one of the Dooley 
boys. The Harrises swore vengeance. 


Today a public picnic was given near 


a 


j 


Doe Run. Members of both the Dooley 


and Harris families attended. Liquor 
flowed freely and an altercation occurred 
between one of the Harrises and a Dooley. 
Hot words led to blows and Winchester 
rifles came into evidence. The shooting be- 
came general and was engaged in by all of 
the feudists on both sides who were 
present. 

Possibly a hundred shots were fired and 
when the battle finally came to an end it 
was found that old man Dooley was dead. 
Three of the Harrises were also killed, four 
shots being fired into the body of one of 
them. Sam Dooley, aged 21, was shot in 
the side, headjand breast and will die. 
Several REM, BS were hit. 

Three of the Dooleys, brothers, drove at 
once to Farmington, the county seat, and 
surrendered to the sheriff. 

There is great excitement here, but no 


further trouble is anticipated.

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‘A MILLION DOLLAR FIRE 


Enormous Further Losses at Ashland, 
Wis., Were Only Prevented by Lib- 
eral Use of Dynamite. 


ASHLAND, Wis., Aug. 4.—At 1:30 p. m. 

fire broke out in the lumber yards of 
Baker & Stewart. It spread rapidly to 
the Keystone Lumber Co.'s yards and, in 
ia short time, had destroyed almost fifty 
| million feet of lumber, including six tram- 
ways. Carried by the strong wind, the 
fire brands started a blaze in the lime, 
salt and cement dock, quarter of a mile 
,;away. The dock burned like powder. It 
was a quarter of a mile long, and was 
soon reduced to ruins, together with a 
warehouse, containing thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of merchandise and several 
miles of ratlroad track. 

It was seen that unless herolec measures 
were taken that the fire would spread until 
everything inflammabie had been. de- 
stroyed. The authorities acted with great 
promptness. Four thousand pounds of dy- 
namite was brought to the scene and dis- 
tributed all around the outer edge of the 
‘fire zone. Piles of lumber and scores of 
ismall buildings were blown into atoms, and, 
after three hours’ hard work, the flames 
had apparently reached their limit. None 
of the great mills had been destroyed, but 
the loss was easily a million dollars. Ed- 
ward Hines said that the loss of his firm 
alone was $800,000, fully insured. 

At 8 o'clock this evening the wind, which 
had steadily favored the fire fighters, sud- 
denly veered towards the city, and de- 
veloped into a gale. The alarm was 
sounded again, and every available piece 
of fire apparatus was brought into action.

THE TAX ON BROKERS NOTES 


An Important Ruling on the Vexed 
Question Received by the Rev- 
enue Collector. 


An {mportant ruling relative to the tax on 
brokers’ notes was received at the internal 
revenue collector's office from Washington 
yesterday. 

The commissioner of internal revenue 
holds that upon brokers’ notes or memoran- 
dum of sale of any goods or merchandise, 
stocks, bonds, exchange, notes of hand, reai 
estate or property of any kind or descrip- 
tion issued by brokers or persons acting as 
such, for each note or memorandum not oth 
erwise provided for, a tax of 10 cents shal) 
be levied. The esential requirements of this 
clause are: 

‘Lhe .0 e or memorandum of sale to be StulDped 
thereunuer must be .ssued by a bruker or persun 
acting as such. No memoranda of any other class 
of persons are taxable under this clause. 

2. All notes or memoranda of saies of shares 
of steck, and all memoranda of sales of merchan ise 
at any exchange or board of trade, or other es milar 
place, are not taxable under this clause, being 
otherwise provided for. 

The note or memerandum must constitute @ 
broker's contract of sale, either executed or execu- 
tary, issued to a purchaser, and no mere advice or 
order for delivery of guols not delivered to the 
purcbaser, nor statement of account can be con- 
strued as a contract of sale. 

The issue of the broker's note or memorandum of 
sale, as above defined, ts not compulsory under 
th's clanse, but {ff it Is Issued It requires a j0- 


cent stamp, regardless of the amount involved in:

One American 
boy, Jack Lemp, 22 years of age, son of a 
wealthy Chicago manufacturer, has ac- 
quired great fame among the American 
girls by the ease wherewith he successively 
defeats ail professionals every afternoon. 
Objectionable post cards are again to the 
fore. A first warning having proved in-

Discharges of 


Chief Campbell yesterday afternoon Is- 


sued an order interchanging all the police- 
men in the Second district and the Fifth 
district, and in the Third and Sixth dis- 
tricts. 

The order goes into effect at 11 o'clock to- 
day, and at that hour all the officers in the 
Fifth and Sixth districts will be assigned 
to beats in the Second and Third districts, 
respectively. The order means a complete 
change of base of the police forces in four 
districts. 

The order does not apply to the captains 
of the respective districts, and an excep- 
tion is made in the case of Sergt Seth Sin- 
gleton of the Third district, who will re- 
main at his old post. 

Capt. Young was slated for transfer to 
the Sixth district, but the order was sub- 
sequently changed, and when promulgated, 
it‘showed that he was not only to keep his 
own place, but was also to be allowed to 
retain his own force of desk men and Sergt. 
Singleton. 

The order was made by Chief Campbell, 
without formal authority from the Board 
of Police Commissioners, but it is thought 
that he is acting upon the suggestion of 
members of that body, and that his action 
will be approved when the board meets..: 
The reason given for the wholesale trans- 
fers is that in the districts affected the 
officers were known to all the inhabitants 
and had sympathies which interfered with 
the impartial and rigid performance of their 
duty. 

The chief is also said to have become con- 
vinced that something must be done to put 
a stop to the use of dynamite under street 
cars and that he came to the conclusion 
that, since the officers in the districts 
seemed powerless to apprehend the guilty 
persons, it would be a good idea to change 
them around, thus giving them new fields 
of action, in which they could not have 
many personal friends, and in which their 
sympathies could not be so strong as to in- 
fluence their official actions. 

The order was a great surprise to the of- 
ficers involved. It reached the captains, 
Phillips in the Sixth, O’Malley in the Fifth, 
Young in the Third, and Schroeder in the 
Second, late yesterday afternoon. 
Although the captains refrained from dis- 
cussing the order or its meaning, it was 
plain that they did not relish it, and that 
they took it as a mild rebuke. 

At the Four Courts the order was the 
subject of much quiet discussion. The is- 
suance of the order was known to only 
a few, but these lost no time in dissem- 


inating information about it, and during the 


evening the gossip was general, and a 
very uneasy feeling prevailed in the de- 
partment generally. 


Shifting of the Police Directed in Order That They May 
Appear in Districts Where They Have No Personal 
Friends or Sympathies to Interfere With the 


| been busy 


Their Duties. 


The order was looked upon as a “‘shake- 

up.”’ For some time the department has 
with rumors of what might 
happen in the way of changes. These in- 
volved the entire force, from the chief 
down to the humblest turnkey. 

The recent outbreaks of dynamiting and 
the failure of the department to “get a 
line’’ on the offenders rendered the situa- 
tion more acute. The department came 
in for considerable criticism, and every- 
body in it felt that sooner or later some- 
thing would drop. 

But nobody looked for the sweeping order 
that finally emanated from the chief's of- 
fice. The order was issued with great 
regard for secrecy. 

It reached the captains late in the aft- 
ernoon. Night Chief Pickel knew nothing 
of it until he went on duty at the Four 
Court last night. 

When he opened his order book, he found 
the ukase copied into it. He said nothing 
about it until several hours later, when he 
learned that the existence of the order had 
become known outside the department. 

He then made it public, but said he knew 
nothing about the reasons that prompted it. 

The order states that every sergeant, pa- 
trolman and probationary patrolman in 
the districts named shall be interchanged 
between the Sixth to the Third and be- 
tween the Fifth and the Second. It is 
brief, but to the point. 

After 11 o'clock today more policemen will 
be walking new beats than ever before in 
the history of the department. About one- 
third, or nearly four hundred officers, will 
be transferred to strange territory,and will 
have new people to deal with. 

The effect of such a big transfer upon 
the men affected can be imagined. It is 
calculated to set them thinking and to 
move them to extra endeavor in the dis- 
charge of their duties. 

{t is not without its effects in the other 
districts, too. Officers in these districts 
have already begun to ask each other 
whether, if the chief is satisfied with the 
result of this order, he will not extend 
it to the rest of the department and change 
the whole business around, giving every 
man in the department a new beat. 

Thomas J. Ward, secretary of the board 
of police commissioners, expressed surprise 
when informed by the Post-Dispatch last 
night of Chief Campbell's order.

WILL BE DELAYED. 


Changes in House Are Probable, but 
There Is No Sign That Salaries 
Are to Be Molested by the 
City Hall ‘‘Economists.”’ 


Supt. Emil G. Remmers of the poorhouse 
has an ingenious plan for getting along 
on the short rations which the Municipal 
Assembly proposes to allow that Iinstitu- 
tion for the coming year. .H the appro- 
priation bill in its present form passes 
he intends to require all the attaches of 
the poorhouse who live outside the build- 
ing to take their morning and evening 
meals away from the Institution. Only 
lunch will be furnished them at their place 
of employment. 

Mr. Remmers estimates that he can 
make quite a saving in the bill for pro- 
visions by having the employes eat two 
meals a day at home. Even with this 
measure of economy, however, he fears that 
he will not be able to supply the larder 
of the institution for the year. The item 
for food, fuel and ice, which was $85,000 
in the comptroller’s estimate, was slashed 
by the committee to $70,000. Mr. Remmers 
thinks that he can hardly save $15,000 a 
year by ceasing to feed a few dozen em- 
Ployes, but he goes on the theory that 
every little helps. 

“The employes of the poorhouse have 
always been accustomed to get their meals 
there,’’ said Supt. Remmers Saturday, ‘‘and 
there will probably be much dissatisfaction 
if they are compelled to eat at home. But 
this is a case where we have to stretch a 
point. and 1 would rather deprive the em- 
ployes of meals when they can get them 
elsewhere than to starve the inmates, who 
have no other place to go for food. 

“I don’t see how we can avoid running 
through our food allowance in any case 
before the year is over. When we do we 
shall have to ask for a supplementary ap- 
propriation, and we can show that we 
have done all in our power to keep within 
the amount they first allowed us.’’ 

Further action on the annual appropria- 
now in the hands of the House 
of Delegates, will be taken Monday morn- 
ing, when the ways and means committee 
of the House will meet to consider the 
measure. The members of the committee 
now say that some changes are likely to 
be included in the measure, but that no 
important alterations will be made.

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MAKGFICKITA AND AUMBERT of ITALY. 


Italy's Queen Married for Love, Her Husband Mar- 
ried for Convenience and His Intrigue With the Duch- 
ess Litta Caused a Separation From His Consort for 
Which the Frail Woman Was Divorced.

IDOWED by an anarchist pistol 


Queen-mother now instead of 

Queen, and with all the gold of 
her hair changed to silver, Margherita of 
Savoy is doomed to live on in the memory 
of a double anguish, a double heartbreak. 

For the tragedy that ended her wifehood 
was but a snapping of the lifelong chain 
of tragedy that began when the crown 
was set upon her head and which became 
the tragedy of .a forsaken wife. 

Not a deceived wife. There could be no 
deception about King Humbert’s infatua- 
tion for the Duchess de Litta. All Eu- 
rope knew it and the Duke obtained a dl- 
vorce because of it. 

No, it would have been merciful could 
the blonde Savoyard Princess have been, 
indeed, deceived, for she had the misfor- 
tune to love her husband, and every 
thought of him brought an exquisite pang 


that only a woman of like sensibilities 


may conceive. 

Here was ‘the melancholy distinction of 
being the most unhappy, the most pitied 
Queen in Europe. The indignities that she 
endured brought tears to the eyes of those 
who loved her. All recognized it as her 
crowning misfortune that she should love 
the man whose faults as a husband could 
not be atoned for by his virtues as a mon- 
arch—that to the wounded dignity of a 
Queen should be added the crushing humil- 
lation of a loving ,vife. 

For that which to Humbert was a mar- 
riage of state was to her a union of senti- 
ment. 

And now that the assassin’s hand has 
robbed her of. him who was at once the ob- 
ject of her love and the source of her shame, 
it is pitiful to think of the wan ghosts of 
memory that will bear her company for the 
rest of her days. 

“The Pearl of Savoy”’ was what the poeti- 
cal Italians called her in her girlhood. She 


was the child of the Duke of Genoa, Vic- 
tor Emmanuel's gallant brother. Hence 
she was Humbert’s first cousin. Her father 
died when she was a baby, a poor man, and 
her brinving up was that of a country 
gentleman's daughter. 

Shame was not spared her, even in in- 
fancy. Her mother began the work of hu- 
miliation that Humbert was to complete, 
When the little princess was only 4 years 
old the Duchess of Genoa confessed to King 
Victor Emmanual, her brother-in-law, that 
she was about to become a mother. 

His Majesty made hasty arrangements to 
avert a scandal. The court was astonished 
a few days later at the unexpected an- 
nouncement that the widowed Duchess of 
Genoa had become the wife of the Marquis 
of Rapollo, who had been an orderly officer 
to her husband. But it was too late. On the 
day following the announcement a private 
cireular, attributed to the Vatican, informed 
the world that the bride had-presented her 
husband with a son. 

The King’s offending sister-in-law was ex- 
fled and her little daughter was placed in 
a convent. Not for many a year after did 
she see her mother again. 


Victor Emmanuel loved the fair-hatred 
child as much for her own sake as for that 
of her father, his loyal brother, and when 
the time came for Humbert to marry she 
was the bride selected for him. 

The marriage of the Crown Prince was 
made a splendid occasion. All Rome fell 
in love with the wistful facé of the Savo- 
yard Princess. One woman watched that 
face with an evil smile on her own hand- 
some features. That woman was the Dych- 
ess de Litta. 

Humbert but followed the example of his 
father in having a ‘‘belle amie” and not con- 
cealing the fact. % 

She was the wife of the Duke of Litta, one 
of the proudest noblemen of Italy. She was 
the mother of a child and rumor said that 
its grandfather was Victor Emmanuel. 

It was a strange environment that the 
Pearl of Savoy found herself in—a wild, 
wicked court reflecting the tastes of a disso- 
lute father and no less dissolute son. And 
the Duchess de Litta was there before her—

“La Litta,”’ as she was called, was wel! 
equipped to hold the affections of a man 
of Humboldt's stamp. He was impetuous. 
brave, of coarse fiber, as reckless in his 
pleasures as his father in the field of bat- 
tle. La Litta, a woman whose intellect 
was as showy as her beauty, held him in 
bondage that he had no inclination to 
break. even if he had the power. 

Ife was seen with her everywhere. The 
commonplace people talked about it no less 
than the nobles. But Margherita was si- 
lent. She had her mass and her prayers 
After a while she had her child. No one 
ever heard her complain. 


The people loved her. The dissolute wom- 
en of the court hated her. Victor Emman- 
uel’s favorite companion was the notorious 
Rosina, who had been a circus rider, but 
was none the less a person of consequence 
@t court. This Rosina used her influence 
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to compel the crown princess to receive the 
Duchess de Litta as lady in waiting. 

To honor and admit to companionship her 
insolent rival! But even this trial was borne 
patiently by Margherita of Savoy. A tre- 
mendous reserve of strength and endurancé 
dwelt beneath those blonde curls. She 
knew that Italy was in a troublous state, 
that the throne was surrounded with perils, 
that the cause her father had fought for 
rested on none too sure a foundation—and, 
knowing all this, she was prepared to en- 
dure every indignity rather than imperil 
the future of the man she loved. 

But there were others to revolt at this 
last insult. 
toria Emmanuel was touched at the suffer- 
ings of his daughter-in-law, and La Litta 
was encouraged to take a trip abroad for 
the benefit of her health—and the partlal 
purification of the court. 

The siren returned, however, when Hum- 
bert became King. At the height of her 
mourning for Victor Emmanuel, who, with 
all his faults, had been kind to her, Queen 
Margherita was plunged anew into the old 
humiliation. 

La Litta became ‘“‘the King’s friend.” 

Meanwhile the Duke of Litta was not 
without his troubles. It was by no com- 
plaisance on his part that his wife dragged 
an ancient name in the mire. But he was 
helpless. 

He sought divorce, but the courts of 
Italy had no relief for him. They were con- 
trolled by the sovereign, and it was out of 
the question that the sovereign should be 
made a co-respondent. The duke drew

up papers which were considered a secret, 
and—thrown out of court. He made two 
attempts with same result. He could not 
even procure a legal separation without di- 
vorce. 

Actual separation there was. The duKe 
and duchess lived their lives apart Hie 
disclaimed her child—the child of royal 
blood. 

What more could he do?: It was im- 
possible to fight a duel with his King. 

One relief only was open to him—expatri- 
ation. He had not the same motive for 
patience that animated the gentle Mar- 
gherita. Still, it was a great wrench to him 
to give up his nationality—to abandon the 
land with which all the proud trad.tions of 
his race were woven. 


Desperation of spirit at his wife's open 
position of the Mme. de Maintenon of the 
Itallan court drove him to that last step. 
He renounced his country and became a 
French citizen. French justice granted him 
what Itallan justice had refused—the re- 
lief recognized as the right of every out- 
raged husband. The fact that the King of 
ltaly figured as the guilty rival made no 
difference. He got his divorce. 

That was two years ago. The Duke de 
Litta celebrated the occasion by writing 
this letter to the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
which had a month or two previously told 
the story of his troubles:

Every 
day Uanberto could be seen, if one chose 
to watch his coming and going, entering 
the villa of a young countess with whom 
he was constantly coupled. 

In the outskirts of Rome it was no uncom- 
mon thing to pass the prince impertal driv- 
ing with his biack-eyed Inamorita in a low 
phaeton behind a pair of white ponies. Mar- 
giffrita herse!f saw her husband thus, and 
with wonderful heroism kept her own coun- 
sel and made no sign. 

The Italians looked for an outbreak, They 
peated that Margherita would take her 
revenge, 
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But the neglected princess disappointed 
the malicious and proved herself worthy 
of those who truly pitied and loved her.

The first assassination of a nation’s head 


during the century just drawing to a close 
was that of Paul, Czar of Russia. He 
was stabbed in his bedchamber in the im- 
perial palace at St. Petersburg, between 11 
and 12 o’cluck, on the night of March 24, 
1801, by Zuboo, Pahlen and other nobles. 
It is not now believed that it was the 
intention of these men to kill Paul. They 
went to his room on the night in question 
to compel him to abdicate. The Grand 
Dukes Alexander and Constantine were at 
the head of the movement, which was con- 
sidered for the good of the state. He re- 
fused to sign the papers prepared and 
during the heat of the argument one of the 
nobles stabbed him. ‘The nation was at the 
time engaged with war with England, 
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against whom Paul was plotting with Na- 
poleon. An invasion of India was planned 
and the nobles believed that such a war 
would eventually wreck the empire. 

While there were a number of assassina- 
tions of men high in the councils of na- 
tions during the succeeding years, there 
was not another successful attempt at as- 
sassinating the head of a nation until Abra- 
ham Lincoln was shot by J. Wilkes Booth 
at Ford’s Theater. Washington, D. C., on 
the night of April 14, 1865. 

This assassination was the result of plot- 
ting by conspirators, whose intention was 
to kill not only the President, but the mein- 
bers of his cabinet and by this means over- 
throw the government, in. spite of the fail- 
ure of the war, which had practically end- 
ed but a few days before. He was shot 
from the rear of the box in which he was 
sitting. 

Booth was the man selected to kill Pres- 
ident Lincoln, and his words when he 
sprang out onto the stage after firing the 
fatal shot. sic semper tyrannus, indicate 
that he believed he was doing a ‘patriotic 
deed. The assassin was subsequently shot 
and killed while seeking to avoid capture. 

The next ruler to die at the hands of an 
assassin is believed to have been Abdul 
Aziz, Sultan of Turkey. Much mystery sur- 
rounds his death and it was claimed at the 
time that he committed suicide by opening 
the veins in his wrist with a pair of scis- 
sors. 

Abdul ‘Aziz's death \ oce urred June 4 18% 6.

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It is claimed that he was insane and that 
it was necessary for the good of the nation 
that he abdicate. This he refused to 
and on the morning of the day of his death 
he was deposed, Mourad V taking his seat 
on the throne. Abdul was confined to a 
room in his palace and the next morning 
it was announced to the world that he had 
committed suicide during the night in the 
manner stated. Historians generally, how- 
ever, charge that he came to his death at 
the order of Mourad. 

Alexander II, Czar of Russia, was the 
first ruler of the country to meet death at 
the hands of the malcontents, who under 
the name of anarchists and nihilists 
now such a source of terror to the crowned 
heads and chief magistrates of the world. 
Numerous attempts were made to kill the 
Czar before the one that finally succeeded, 
which was made March 13, 1881. On April 
16, 1866, Karakozor, a nihilist shot at him 
in St. Petersburg. June 6, 1867 Berezowskil, 
a Pole, shot at him while he was on a 
visit to Paris. He was again shot at 
April 14, 1879, by Alexander Salovieff. 
following December the track over 
his train was to pass was undermined 
the nihilists and he narrowly escaped.

Elizabeth, Empress of Austria, who was 
stabbed on the streets of Geneva, Switzer- 
land, by Luigi Luchini. was clearly the 
victim of an anarchist plot to kill a royal 
personage whenever possible. Her assas- 
sination was most cowardly and occurred 
Sept. 10, 1898. As she was walking to the 
boat, accompanied only by one attendant, 
the assassin plunged a dagger into her 
breast. When he was arrested he put on 
an air of joy and sang as he walked along. 
He boasted that he was an anarchist who 
hated the rich. He said he had gone to 
Geneva to kill the Duke of Orleans, but 
seeing Elizabeth on the street killed her. 
He said other royal personages had been 
marked for death. 

Owing to the laws of Switzerland, Luchini 
could not be killed for his crime, but he is 
now serving a life term in one of the deep- 
est cells in the Geneva ‘prison.

By some strange fatality an imbecile is 
born every few generations in the house 
of Savoy. He feared that he might bee 
come the father of such an unfortunate. 
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AMES R. E. CRAIGHEAD of Black- 
well, O. T., sends the following ar- 
ticle to the Sunday Post-Dispatch, 
saying: “I have quoted freely from letters 
received from my missionary relatives in 
Che Foo.’ In them are revealed many 
sides of the Chinese situation not before 
considered. Mr. Craighead's article follows: 
Recent developments in China have not 
come about unexpectedly to foreigners re- 
siding there. Close observers living within 
the limits of the disturbed districts have 
for many months predicted such an issue 
as the present and, consequently, have not 

been caught napping. 

Letters received by friends here in Amer- 
fica from foreigners in China show some- 
thing of the rise and growth of the present 
rebellion in certain localities. Writing to 
his daughters in this country from Che 
Foo, China. Dr. Hunter Corbett, one of the 
most widely known missionaries of 
the Presbyterian Church, in his letter of 
May 11. 1899, says: 

“I was obliged to return from my itiner- 
ancy in the interior sooner than I expected. 
About the ist of March a new sect was 
found calling itself ‘The Great Knife Sect.’ 
Their chief aim seems to be unrelenting 
hostility to the Christian religion and the 
killing and banishing of al! foreigners from 
China. About the middle of March this sect 
began @ systematic persecution of Chris- 
tians. Within 20 days in 14 villages the 
rioters had broken into 60 homes and 
robbed the houses of everything. Grain, 
clothing, furniture, dishes, farming imple- 
ments, etc. were carried away, and anl- 
mals all seized and driven off and sold. 

“Those who tried to protect their houses 
were savagely beaten and some were al- 
most killed: They looted our chapel at 
Who Lin Chwang, 50 li west of Chime City 
then robbed the Yuen Heo Ching family 
of everything. The three men, brothers 
fied for their lives and have not yet dared 
to return. The women have been left 
to beg. Several of our families have 
been obliged to pay large sums of money 
to escape similar treatment. having to 
mortgage all they owned to secure the 
monay Nearly el) tha may tn that wavie 


district, connected with our church or the 
Catholic Church, have fled. Our native pas- 
tor at Tol Tsz Chwang was driven off. 
The people say they are determined, first, 
to uproot Christianity and then unite in 
driving all foreigners out of China. 

“The Chime magistrate absolutely 
fuses to arrest anyone or do anything to 
protect the Christians.

“In the afternoon of the day of this 
trouble I held a service at To Poo. I had 
only left a short time when men came 
there, hunting for foreigners.

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visit the mines near Schow Fu. They 
stopped for dinner at a village 60 Ii east of 
the city. They had scarcely gotten out of 
the village when they were surrounded by 
about 300 people, who fired cannon and 
guns at them. The Germans all threw 
themselves on their and with their 
revolvers shot a number of Chinese and 
escaped with their lives. The German IEm- 
peror ordered troops to be sent there to de- 
mand redress. The Chi Hien refused to do 
anything, so the Germans took him pris- 
oner. The Chifu ran off and the German 
troops surrounded the village and notified 
the people that all could flee through the 
west gate. Soon all fled and the Germans 
set the village on fire and not a house es- 
caped. Large quantities of powder were ex- 
ploded.

This is a great gold- 
producing country, and it has hardly been 
scratched. It is something wonderful the 
amount of gold and other metals in this 
country. 

The people are beginning to pay more at-

It' was not matter of chance 
that the Suburban a record- 
breaking business while the transit com- 
pany's conductors were not ringing up 
enongh fares to pay for the corned beef 
and coffee which they consumed at the 
guarded car sheds.. Management was a 
factor in bringing an immense profit for 
the Suburban out of a situation which 
looked as dark at the outset as that of its 
big competitor. It was Manager Jenkins 
who-dealt with this situation and made 
the transit company's extremity the Sub- 
urban’s. opportunity for the biggest profits 
in its histury. 

The Suburban system had a strike on 
its hands before the transit strike started, 
and when the tie-up of. the transit lines 
commenced on May 8, the Suburban was 
unable to move a wheel. 

The opportunity was at hand to end ill 
feeling and keep the line running and the 
men at eork. Arbitration was the method 
suggested and arbitration was the

adopted. The Suburban strike was declared 
off, and although the formal settlement of 
the difficulty did not come for weeks the 
company at once entered upon one of the 
biggest periods in the history of street rail- 
roading in the United States. The line be 
came the vehicle of transportation of labor- 
ing man and employer, its cars were not 
numerous. enough or large enough to meet 
the demands of its traffic, and because one 
manager did the right thing at the right 
time the transportation problem was solved 
for tens of thousands. This condition, to a 
great extent, still continues. 


Manager Jenkins has been in charge of 
the Suburban system since May 16, 1899. 
Back of his coming here was 15 years’ ex- 
perience in the street car business, dating 
from the time when he commenced as a 
driver on an Albany (N. Y.) horse car line. 

Irom the nature of Mr. Jenkins’ first em- 
ployment in boyhood it might have been 
inferred that he would become a politician 
instead of a street railway manager. When 
9 years old he was appointed by Speaker 
Henry Smith of the New York State Legis- 
lature as a page in the state house at Al- 
bany. This was in 1869. Speaker A. B. Cor- 
nell, afterwards governor of the Empire 
State, reappointed hira in 1870, and during 
that year and the next he served the state 
by running errands for its lawmakers. 

After leaving the State House young Jen- 
kins became a grocer’s boy, and until after 
he had reached his majority went through 
a course of employment in groceries and 
small retail establishments, not rising in 
the world at first with any great rapidity. 
From the age of 14 he was the chief support 
of his mother, who was a widow. The last 
of his miscellaneous occupations was that 
of baker's assistant and delivery wagon 
driver, which, in 1884, he gave up for the 
task of cracking the whip over a team of 
dejected bays, who pulled a car up and down 
State House hill. This lasted for more than 
three years, and long hours and short pay 
were conditions which might have discour- 
aged the young man if his eye had not been 
On something higher. 


Promotion came when the directors of the 
road created the office of assistant manager 
and Jenkins was the man selected for the 
position. The Albany street railway sys- 
tem was not a metropolitan affair at that 
time, and the new assistant manager was 
sometimes required to resume the front 
platform in an emergency, but his new 
place suited him in that it give him an op- 
portunity to learn the details of manage- 
ment. When the change from horse power 
to electricity was made, in 1889, the work 
was largely done under dis supervision, and 
efore leaving Albany, in 1800, Mr. Jenkins,

When Mr. Jenkins became manager of the 
Cindinnati, Newport & Covington electric 
line in 1896, the road was Operated by horses, 
and/ran 22 cars on 19 miles of track.

The length of the 
line Was increased to 67 miles, and its rolling 
Stock tv 1% cars.

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From Long Experience in the 


Trial of Petty Offenders Jus- 
tice Zimmerman Concludes 
Police Courts Should 
Be Abolished. 


ZIMMERMANN of the Wyoming 

street police court, thinks that all the 
police courts of St. Louis as at present con- 
stituted should be abolished or radically re- 
formed. 

He believes that the police justice fis not 
elothed with sufficient power to render 
justice to all who come within his jurisdic- 
tion. 

He thinks that the magistrates of these 
courts should be permitted to judge by 
equity as well as by law. in order that 
equal justice may be dealt out to all. 

His opinion is that the police justices 
should have authority identical with that 
of the justices of the peace, or that such 
cases as are tried now in the police courts 
should be tried before justices of the peace 
and the police courts should be abolished 
as useless and expensive, likewise in many 
instances oppressive. 

In short, he suggests that the justices 
of the peace try all petty offenders and 
thus save the city the expense of maintain- 
ing a system of police courts. 

Justice Zimmermann says that the fine 
system as practiced in the police courts of 
this city and elsewhere is unJust to the 
poor. For instance, while a man who earns 
his living with a dray or a vegetable wagon 
must go to jail if unable to pay a fine 
imposed for non-payment of license, the 
man with money is able to go free by pay- 
ing a small sum for the Infraction of the 
same law. 

The city, Judge Zimmermann points out, 
ts the only creditor that can have a man 
imprisoned for debt in these latter days. 
Every man who goes to the workhouse is 
sent there for a debt—his fine and costs. 
Any person who Is able to pay his fine and 
costs escapes imprisonment, for a police 
justice has not the authority to sentence a 
person to imprisonment; he can only fine; 
default of payment sends the person to 
prison. 

Justice Zimmermann thinks that a person 
who is guilty of certain offenses should be 
punished by a sentence of imprisonment, 
and not by a fine. As he explains it, the 
rich drunkard may almost kill an ftnnocent 
person and buy his way out of trouble, 
while the poor man who whips another for 
having tnsulted his wife must go to prison 
if unable to pay the fine imposed by the 
law. 


Pans JUSTICE THEODORE F. W. 


By Police Justice Zimmermann. 
OLICE courts as now established are 
p a farce, because there is neither 
equity ner law jurisdiction accorded 
them. 

All cases arising In a police court. while 
civil in form, are criminal in character. 
For instance, a poor person {fs guilty of 
an infraction of an ordinance or a statute 
and is convicted, yet he is unable to pay 
his fine, no matter how small it may be; 
he is a criminal and goes to the workhouse 
unless the mayor may interfere. Yet a 
person of more means, better to do tn the 
world, is also guilty of an infraction of the 
law, and he ta fined; but by reason of his 
moneyed means he ether pays his fine or 
appeals, and quite o ‘ten if he appeals he 
is successful, because the party Ke has in- 
jured has neither the means nor the time 
to follow him up. J 

Now how does the police justice stand, 
and what authority or equitable jurisdic- 
tion has he? 
| At the police 
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jurisdiction, by imposing either a fine or an 
absolute sentence upon persons guilty in 
hia court, then he could say to the rich 
man: “You are a more intelligent and bet- 
ter educated man than the average. yet 
you are guilty of this offense. I sentence 
you to the workhouse for so many days.” 
And he could say to the person who ts un- 
able to pay his fine: ‘‘While you are guilty 


and can’t ‘pay your fine, I will show 
leniency to you.” 

There ought to be as many police courts 
as there are justice districts In the city 
and each justice of the peace should have 
police justice jurisdiction. 

The offices and courts should be tn the 
police stations without extra charge to the 
city.

tation. Frequently I am obliged to fine 
persons who, if I had equitable jurdisdic- 
tion. I could let off as a*matter of com- 
mon justice. I am morally satisfied that 
they are not guilty in reality, but are vic- 
tims of circumstances. The evidence is so 
plain that under the police law the fine 
is imperative, yet I am morally satisfied 
that the other party is more to blame. 
Recently a woman in my district, who I 
know as a person of ga@pod character, horse- 
whipped another wontan. The first wom- 
an's husband had been-in the habit of 
going to the second woman's house and 
she had notoriously harbored him, to the 
disgrace of ‘the community. Yet in the po- 
lice court J had to fine the aggrieved wife 
for punishing the guilty woman. What we 
want is tha authority to use discretion so 
that personsimay not be made to suffer in 
consequence of the sins of others.

AGREE with Justice Zimmermann tin 
| that the police courts as a rule are a 

farce, but that is not the fault of the 
law. It is the fault of the court. A police 
court is just what the magistrate makes It. 
He is clothed with sufficient authority to 
administer justice aecording to the law's 
limitations. and I think that his powers 
should be restricted rather than enlarged or 
extended. 

The city ts a municipality carved out of 
the state. The state has granted to ft cer- 
tain privileges of punishing offenses. 
Strictly speaking, all offenses are against 
the state; consequently the clothing of 
petty magistrates with greater authority 
than they have would be to invade the 
rights of the state. 

The whole theory of municipal govern- 
ment so far as ordinances are concerned 
is that a party violating them is not gullty 
of an offense against the state 

The grave question of imprisonment for 
debt {is not upset when a man is fined and 
in default of payment goes to jail for vio- 
lating a city ordinance. 

It would be upsetting our whole constitu- 
tional system to sentence men to prison for 
the violation of city ordinances, which tis 
not a state offense. 

It is manifestly absurd to clothe a police 
magistrate with power to sentence to the 
jail or the workhouse for violating police 
ordinances. 

I think the police magistrates as a rule 
have too much power now. So many cases 
are settled beforehand by the tacft consent 
of the court. It ts Iike going Into a bear 
pit to enter one of our police courts in the 
morning. The justice ts surrounded by per- 
sons before court opens, who importune 
him to decide cases this way or that. and 
when he opens court he delivers his decis- 


_fons tn a loud voice.

All evidences of identity had been removed 
from the pockets of the dead man,: and 
nothing had been left to give a clew to 
the guilt of the woman. 


For several weeks back the old house*has’ 


been strangely disturbed. The house is oc- 


cupled by two families and both have been . 


startled by the strange sounds heard at 
night. In one side of the house lives Mrs. 
Amanda Kerr and in the other side lives 
William Rowen, his wife and children. With 
Mrs. Kerr lives her brother, John Grindell, 
and with Mrs. Rowen lives her brother-in- 
law, Bert Rowen. Mrs. Kerr’s daughter, 
Miss Hannah, also lives in the house with 
her mother. The sounds were not so bother- 
some as the material evidences of the visits 
of the spook. Mrs. Kerr and Mrs. William 
Rowen in the morning, for almost a week, 
noticed that the flowers in the rear court 
would be uprooted in their beds, the soil 
was dug up around a coalshed, and a board 
walk through the court leading to this 
seemed to be an especial attraction to the 
spook, who invariably overturned it each 
night. 

Then came the climax. Mr. Grindell was 
lying upon a couch on the rear porch. In 
the doorway sat Bert Rowen and Miss Kerr 
and on the porch were Mrs. William Row- 
en and a few of the children. The story 
is best told by Mr. Grindell, who said: 

“I was lying on the couch, not asleep. I 
heard steps down the little board walk, 
and then whines as of a dog—a strangling 
dog. Sometimes the whines were broken 
by rack coughs. MI raised myself on the 
couch and sat up. Just then Miss.Kerr ut- 
tered a shriek, crying, ‘Look! Look! Bert!’ 
Up the board walk came the ghost, or this 
thing, whatever it was. It was white, @ 
part of the snowy shroud being doubled up 
over the head. All the time the thing kept 
up the interest in the ground, and poked 
about, with its foot, sometimes stooping 
and clawing at the dirt. 

“Right up to the porch the thing cama 
Miss Kerr fled, but others came out of the 
house at the shrieks and the utterance of 
the thing. It came to the porch. I said, 
‘What do you want here? But the thing 
could not say anything, but stood, strug- 
gliing and trying to get something out of its 
lips. All it could do was whine, Then it 
turned and went down the board walk, and 
pointed along the way, as if trying to show 
something. Again it returned. In the mean- 
time I had collected myself a little, and 
the others in the house had gathered out on 
the porch, I sald then, ‘In the name of Ged, 
speak and tell me what you want.’ 

“At once the ghost could talk. With hure 
ried words it wailed and said pleadinglyt 
‘O, do help me find my husband's body, 
Many years ago I killed him, and his body 
was down at that corner somewhere I 
have been hunting here for many night® 
Will nobody go with me and seek him? 

“I got up. I put my hand on the thing to 
move it back from the porch, and it felt 
like a real person. Some people say that 
when you put your hand on a ghost it goes 
right through the thing like a cloud of air. 
It seemed so real that I started with the 
thing, but the women yelled at me, ‘Where 
are you going! Be careful. man!’ 

“Wait till I get my shoes,’ I sald te 
the thing. ‘No, at once, or it is In vain,’ the 
thing pleaded, but I turned to get my 
shoes.” 

Then the story Is taken up by Mra. Wil- 
liam Rowen, who was interviewed this 
morning. also. She sald: “I have never be- 
lieved in ghosts, and it seeme foolish to 
talk about this, but I saw this one and so 
did everybody on the porch. So many of us 
saw it that we could not all have been mis- ss 
taken or duped. Well, when Mr. Grindeil 
turned to go. I said, “Will any two of you 
go with me and help the poor thing?’ Bert 
Rowen started and so did Grindell, We 
went down the board walk. ‘Here, look 
here’, the thing sald, as we reached the 
corner of the yard, where the ground was 
dug up more than anywhere else. But be- 
fore we could scarcely realize the meaning 
of the words, there was a sound as of the 
splashing of water—just like as if some 
person had tumbied into & pool—and the 
thing was gone! 

“I'm a woman that never belleved tn 
ghosts, and I'm not afraid of them We 
will not leave the house, nor fear the re- 
turn of the thing, nor will the other fame 
ily, because we don’t think any harm can 
come to us. I joined the church many years 
ago. and I fear the Lord and him only, and 
I believe that ft is not in the power of any 
spirit to do bodily harm to me or my chil- 
dren.”

NE salvation of the envoys in Pekin, 
if they are saved, may be due to the 
quick Insight of a brainy American. 

His name fs William N. Pethick and he is 

a Chinaman by adoption. He has more in- 

fluence with the Chinese of all classes, from 

Emperor to coolie, than any other alien in 

the Celestial Kingdom. 

It was he who procured Li Hung Chang 
the restoration of his yellow jacket and 
peacock plume; he who dictated China's 
policy In the negotiations for peace with 
Japan; he who drew up the treaty. 

He lived in China thirty-five years, for 
twenty-five vears of which, with two brief 
Interruptions, he has been Li Hung Chang's 
private secretary and confidential adviser 
in foreign affairs. 

It would be impossible to map out a ca- 
recr in which a foreigner might gain a 
more intimate knowledge of China and the 
Chinese.s 

If any human agency can save Minister 
Conger, his wife, his daughter, his niece and 
his American guests, William N. Pethick 
is the man to do it. 

And he has said that he will do !t if he 
can, 

He shares the imprisonment of the for- 
eign envoys in Pekin; or, if imprisonment 
has becn followed by massacre, it is a hun- 
dred to one that he has perished with 
them. 

But Pethick, a man of many wiles, a 
Ulysses among modern adventurers, an 
American in courage and loyalty and a 
Chinaman by adoption, was not likely to 
perish or allow his white comrades to per- 
ish if acquired Oriental guile could avail in 
their behalf. 

No envoy in Pekin wielded one-third of 
the personal influence enjoyed by William 
N. Pethick. With all the pomp and cir- 
cumstance of their office and all the weight 
of their government behind them, théir 
words were of less import at the imperial 
palace than those of the former New York- 
er, who represented only himself. 

If the worst has not happened, if the en- 
voys still live, no one who knows the condi- 
tions in China doubts that when the story 
comes to be told the name of William N. 
Pethick will be handed down as the inspira- 
tion of one of the most maraculous escapes 
in history. 

HfS last communications with the civilized 
world before the veil of menacing silence 
was drawn over Pekin have a momentous 
interest at this time of uncertainty. 

In a letter dated May 28 he tells of the 
beginning of the Boxer rebellion and even 
predicts its probable outcome. 

Mr. Pethick was in a position to have 
valuable secret information and his obser- 
vations are of the greatest importance. He 
expresses a belief that the inner city of Pe- 
kin contained many Boxers, that several 
officers of the government had encouraged 
their movement and that the imperial sol- 
diers were in league with the rebellious ele- 
ment. 

He predicted, however, that the govern- 
ment would win and expressed no fear as 
to his own safety. | 

When communication by letter was cut 
off Mr. Pethick succéeded in getting two 
telegrams through over the wires of the Im- 
perial Chinese telegraph to his representa- 
tive in Shanghai. They report further out- 
breaks, and the last closes with his promise 
to stand by the Ameriean minister. 

What manner of man is this American, 
now the mainstay of hope in the eyes of 
civilization? A new generation has grown 
up since he buried himself in the Orient, 
and his few visits to his own country were 
too fleeting to leave any impress of his indi- 
viduality. 

Charles Denby, ex-United States minister 
to China, in a recent article called him ‘‘the 
best and brightest of men’’—and that is 
eulogy enough. 

He was born in Brooklyn. For a vear 
during the Civil war he served as a pri- 
vate under Sheridan. He was educated for 
the law, and as a mere youth acquired valu- 
able business experience. . 

When he went to China tn 1865 he was 
net yet 20. He was in the service of an En- 
glish exporting house having a branch in 
Pekin. The firm faigd, but Pethick found 
other avenues of industry and stayed on. 

China interested him, perplexed him, fas- 
cinated him. He resolved to penetrate its 
mystery, to grasp, so far as his Occidental 
mind would allow, the genius of its strange, 
ancient people. 

To do this it was necessary to become a 
Chinaman. 

Pethick was equal to the task. He 
stripped himself of Caucasian customs. He 
wore Chinese clothes, ate Chinese food, lived 
in Chinese houses, walked and talked with 
none but Chinese. 

His object was to look upon life with 
Chinese eyes. f 

For two years he wandered hither and 
thither through the empire. He traveled 
thousands of miles, always alone, and was 
never molested. That was because he had 
placed himseif in sympathy with the people. 

To say that he learned to speak Chinese 
better than other Caucasians is to tell only 
a fraction of thé truth. He learned the lan- 
guage better than most Chinamen, for he 
mastered the dialects of the various frov- 
inces. It often happens that a Chaniman 
from one province cannot understand what 
a Chinaman from another province is say- 
ing. On such occasions the speaker will 
trace the written characters on the ground 
with his staff, and an understanding is es- 
tablished, since the literary form is univer- 
sal. 

Pethick learned to convey his ideas to a 
native of any part of the empire. That gave 
him a great advantage even over the literatt 
of Pekin, who speak only the classical 
tengue, and it established him in the affec- 
tions of the masses wherever he might be. 

_ ‘When he returned to Pekin his accom- 
_ . piishments and his personality excited no 
mall attention. Li Hung

made Pethick his secretary, and, in course 
of time, learned to esteem him above all 


other foreigners. 


Pethick’s knowledge of law was invalu- 
able'to the Chinese statesman. His grasp of 
European and American affairs, combined 
with his knowledge of the Chinese charac- 
ter, made him an extraordinarily facile me- 
dium between the Orient and civilization. 

Ii Hung Chang took no important step 
in foreign affairs without consulting his 
secretary. Pethick could enlighten him on 
the Caucasian point of view. At the same 
time he understood the Chinese point of 
view and could blend and reconcile the two 
as no Chinaman could. 

Pethick’s influence in world events dur- 
ing the past decade will probably never 
be fully known. It may be guessed at in 
a vague way from this: Li Hung Chang 
became noted as the wisest and most pro- 
gressive of Chinese statesmen, the most 
friendly to Europeans, the most hospitable 
to European thought, the most active in 
introducing Occidental reforms into China, 
and—his inspiration was William N. Peth- 
ick, late of New York. 


Pethick had his ear when no one else could 
approach him. No European in China ob- 
tained a favor from Li Hung Chang without 
having Pethick to thank for it. 

Nor did other dignitaries in Pekin fail to 
appreciate the genius of the viceroy’s sec- 
retary. Even the throne paid him honor. 

Hence it fell out that he was enabled to 
repay his patron’s kindness with a price- 
less favor. It was at the time of the war 
with Japan. Reverses in the field had 
brought Li Hung Chang into disgrace. The 
Empress dowager deprived him of those 
high emblems of authority—his yellow jack- 
et and peacock feather. The old statesman 
went into retirement and there was none 
to say a good word for him. 


No Chinaman, that is; but there was 
Pethick. The secretary’s chance had come. 
He sought the angry Empress dowager 
and she—unheard-of favor!—granted him a 
private audience, In choicest Chinese dic- 
tion, but with much American vigor, he 
told her that she was crippling the em- 
pire in its hour of extremity by robbing it 
of its wisest brain. 

The American's words were heeded. Li 
Hung Chang got back his yellow jacket and 
his peacock feather. 

Pethick took a vacation and came. to 
America. He was staying in Philadelphia 
when a letter came from Li Hung Chang 
urging him to return at once. Li had been 
ordered to Japan as peace envoy and he 
needed his adviser. Pethick started at 
once, 


He was with the aged statesman when 
the latter was assaulted by a Japanese 
fanatic. Throughout the tedious negotia- 
tions that followed his recovery Pethick 
was constantly at his side. Every shrewd 
proposal from the Chinese side was sug- 
gested by him. All the diplomatic fencing, 
all the fighting for advantage point by 
point were inspired by him. He drew up the 
peace treaty as it was finally signed, and, 
heavily as China had to pay for the war, 
it is believed that she was saved a much 
heavier price by the shrewd American brain 
of Li Hung Chang's secretary. 

Even in his domestic affairs the Bismarck 
of China relies on Pethick’s judgment. That 
is how he came to violate all precedent by 
sending two of his nephews to this coun- 
try to be educated. The two young men are 
now in New York. cm 

During all these years Pethick has lived 
near Li Hung Chang until they were sepa- 
rated by a singular chance in the early 
spring of this year. 

Li Hung Chang ‘was appointed viceroy

HUBBARD ' 


He Is Also Remarkable for Facility in the Makirg of 
Rhymes, His Part of Conversation Being 
Frequently in Rhymed Verse.

L.I. of the summer residents at Savin 
A Rock are profoundly interested in a 
white-robed figure that drives each 
Sunday through the streets. The back view 
is that of a woman bent with years weuar- 
ing a white gown and sunbonnet, with a 
bright yellow ribbon about the waist and 
another at the throat. 

The face is that cf John Merwin Hub- 
bard, a prosperous farmer living on the 
Oyster River road. College-bred, a _ phil- 
osopher and a poet, Mr. Hubbard believes 
that the first day of the week should be 
hallowed by wearing white gowns and 
golden girdles. On holidays, he has gowns 
of red, white and blue, with bonnets to 
match. 

Mr. Hubbard traces his descent to Hubba, 
the Norse King who ravaged Northumber- 
land in 866 A. D. Years ago his father 
owned all the land in New Haven once 
known as the Springside Farm. For sev- 
oral generations there has always been a 


clergyman in the family. His brother, 
George Henry Hubbard, for over twenty 
vears has been a missionary in China and 
is now with his family in Foochow. He nar- 
rowly escaped death during the sword riots 
of two yvears ago in Tien Tsin. 

Mr. Hubbard claims precedent *for his 
Sunday and holiday garments from the Bi- 
ble in the visions of Daniel and St. John, 
and points to the wearing of gowns by 
Yale students at commencement.

health in hot weather is a serious 

problem for every mother. The first 
essential to a baby’s good health Is to 
make a baby comfortable and _ to 
make a baby comfortable in hot weather 
necessarily implies its being kept perfect- 
ly cool and quiet. The accomplishment of 
this is now regarded and treated aga sci- 
ence in itself by the leading maternity hos- 
pitals throughout the land. 

According to the very best authority on 
this all-important matter there are three 
important features in the proper care of a 
young baby, and if the baby is properly 
cared for from its very birth it Is much 
less susceptible to mortal ailments all 
through its life than if it be just allowed 
to grow up like a weed; for a baby is a 
little human flower, and the more care and 
attention it receives the stronger and more 
beautiful will it be when it comes to full 
blossom. 

These three features are food, dress and 
handling. 

To keep the baby well in any kind of 
weather, and especially in excessively hot 
weather, too much care cannot be exer- 
cised in the preparation of its diet. pro- 
vided it Is being reared on the bottle. Under 
no condition should it ever taste raw milk, 
which is little better than poison to its 
delicate stomach and digestive organs. It 
is a simple matter to thoroughly pasteur- 
ize cow's milk, and when thus prepared 
and diluted to the proper consistency with 
water there is nothing that will better take 
the place of mother’s milk. Although the 
milk is easily pasteurized at home, it {ts 
gust as cheap and very much better to buy 
some of the preparations-put up by various 
chemical laboratories. 

The baby should not be fed too much or 
too often. Every two hours from 8 o'clock 
in the morning until 9 at night fs the rule 
observed in most maternity hospitals. with 
splendid results. From 9 until 3 in the morn- 
ing the baby gets absolutely nothing unless 
{t is an occasional drink of cold, not ice, 
water. 

Speaking of water, that is an tmportant 
part of a baby’s diet, but unfortunately, it 
is sadly overlooked by even the wisest and 
best of mothers. The baby of a few days 
old craves and requires water in hot 
weather just as much as his elders. Many 
infantile diseases are directly attributable 
to a dearth of fluids in the system, and 
unless the baby has plenty of cold water, 
and just as often as he needs it, he ts al- 
most sure to be feverish and fretful. 

The water given the baby should always 
be sterilized, and given in quantities of an 
ounce and a half at a time. Until the age 
of 8 months the baby should receive no 
solid food whatever. nor should it ever be 
allowed to taste any other sort of fluld ex- 
cept milk or water. Under no circumstances 
ever give the baby ice water, and avoid 
condensed milk as you would the plague. 

Every two hours, immediately before and 
after nursing, the baby’s mouth should be 
washed thoroughly with boractic acid, using 
a@ saturate solution. This prevents thrush, 
a parasitic disease which first manifests 
itself by a white coating over the lining of 
the mouth and the tongue, and which ts 
not checked will gradually spread to the 
stomach and intestines, with terrible re- 
sults. This dangerous disease can be cured 
in one day if taken in time by washing ba- 
by’s mouth carefully. 

Constipation is another thing that must 
be carefully guarded against, by frequent 
dosing with ten minims of castor oll. 

Several nursing bottles and a generous 
supply of nipples should be kept constantly 
on hand. In these extremely hot days a 
fresh bottle and nipple should be given to 
the baby every few hours. The bottles and 
nipples not In use, after having been boiled, 
should be kept tn a saturate solution of 
boracic acid until needed. 

The bath is an tmportant factor in keep- 
ing the baby not only cool, but well and 
strong in hot weather. Twice a day at least, 
once in the morning, and ‘again in the even- 
ing, just before it is put to sleep for the 

night the baby should have an immersion 
bath in tepid water. 

Care should be taken by mother or nurse 


H OW to keep baby cool and in good 


the water, or become frightened. It should 
not remain more than a few moments in 
the tub, and as soon as taken out must be

put over this underdressing of shirt and 
band a simple white muslin slip. This slip 
must not be too long, nor must it be gath- 


moisture. After each bath the baby should 
have a generous powdering of pure corn- 
starch, and patened preparations should be 
religiously avoided, as not only useless, but 
often dangerous. 


In this hot weather a baby should wear 
just as little clothing as is absolutely nec- 
essary; for its protection 
For day wear for a new-born baby, use an 
extremely light, soft flannel abdominal 
band, which can be discarded entirely just 
60 s00n as physical conditions and _ the 
strength of the child will permit. The use 
of the band for other than the new-born 
baby is fast becoming obsolete among the 
best nurses and practitioners. 

When the band has been properly ad- 
pinned too 
tightly, a skirt of the same soft flannel! is

fies or frills. 

Above all else, care should be taken to 
see that the garment fits properly; that it 
is not too small at the arm holes, or too 
tight at the neck; that the seams are fin- 
ished off in such a manner as not to be- 
come harsh welts when they have been 
starched. Great care should be taken at all 
times in laundering baby’s wardrobe. Very, 
very little starch, if any, should be used. 

Never, never put a baby’s garment on 
over its head, is-one of the rules to be ob- 
served. Petticoats and overdresses must al- 
Ways go on over the feet, and in this way 
the baby’s temper is not ruffled. The aver- 
age mother, however well intentioned she 
may be, hasn't the slightest conception of 
the tortures she inflicts upon her helpless 
baby in the way of clothing. 

Shoes and stockings, slippers and mocca- 
sins are abominations that the hot weather 
baby should know nothing whatever about. 
bare feet should have plenty of 
kicking room in the folds of its underskirt 
or dress. 

For night the rationally dressed baby in 
this hot weather will wear only its flannel 
band and plain muslin night slip which 
must not be very long, and the bagy will 
be laid on its right side on a sheet, 
with absolutely nothing put over it. Of 
course this advice is given with the uhn- 
derstanding that there is no cold draught 
blowing on the baby, and it must be borne 
in mind that draughts are deadly to a 
young child’s constitution. 

On very hot days, when the baby is sure 
to become fretful unless it is carefully 
looked after, it is well to ascertain just 
what position it likes best to be held in. 
What is an easy posture for some babies 
is uncomfortable for others. 

One of the most frequent ailments in hot 
weather is colic.

No one who ever saw Geronimo when he 
was wild upon the plains could forget his 
terrible face. I saw him, and the impres- 
sion which I received will be with me tiil 
my dying day. No other human features 
ever so impressed me. 

It was my good fortune to be one of the 
few men with Lieut. Gatewood when he 
captured Geronimo in 1886, 

Three times before this had the Apache 
chief surrendered, and as many times es- 
caped from the troops. For about four 
years the most persistent of ail Indian 
fights had been waged against him, ending 


ance 


with the victorious campaign under ‘Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles, from April until Septem- 
ber, 1896. I have heard it stated that it 
cost the government $1,000,000 to capture 
this one Indian. 

Geronimo earned his reputation of being 
the worst Indian. When he was causing 
trouble in the Southwest his cruelty knew 
no bounds. His temper was terrible. He 
would almost froth at the mouth when in 
a rage. If a horse did not do as he wished, 
he would kill it. 


In March, 1886, after a stubborn cam- 
the whole body surrendered to Gen. 
Crook. Two days after the surrender 
Natchez and Geronimo escaped in the 
night. All the rest were sent as prisoners 
to Fort Marion, Fla. 

Geronimo and Natchez, with 18 men and 
18 women and children, were at large. The 
atrocities they committed made it impera- 
tive that they be recaptured.

According to a Hst compiled by the So- 
ciety of Pioneers of Arizona, 76 white men, 
women and children were killed by Geronli- 
mo and his band during the last raid. In 
Is 9 and 1870, 176 persons were murdered, 
and, according to a record kept by Herman 
Ehrenberger, an engineer, 425 persons fell 
victims to the scalping knives of the 
Apaches between 1856 and 1862, 

I was quite a young fellow, a recruit 
from Jefferson Barracks, Missouri, when Il 
went into that country. The Geronimo 
campaign was my first experience. Direct 
from civilization into the Indian troubles 
may look fascinating in retrospect, but it 
was anything but fascinating then. 

I joined Troop E of the Sixth Cavalry, 
under Lieut. Gatewood, my ideal of an of- 
ficer. Our troop was sent out on scouting 
duty along the canyons and passes to lo- 
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cate the Indians and to capture Getonime, 
if possible. 

Geronimo! How the thought of encoune 
tering him used to send cold shivers dowy 
my back. I used to dream about him ag 
I slept on the ground after hard marchea, 
Many a night I woke with a start, imagine 
ing this Indian devil had me. Many a time 
during the day I felt like running away, 
but with Indians all about I knew I would@ 
be jumping from the frying-pan into the 
fire. 


We did not «now Geronimo’s wheree 
abouts at any time, but we knew he wag 
in the vicinity, some days within a mile 
of us, other days 50 miles away. One thing 
we did know was that those hills were 
filled with Indians anxious to pick us off 
whenever we exposed ourselves. A goog 
many of the soldiers were killed and 
wounded. At night we could often see Ine 
dians around their camp fires, grotesque 
shadows of their war-bonnets bobbing 
about on the tall trees. Friendly Apache 
scouts were ahead of us, but we were ale 
way suspicious of them. 

We were frequently fired on from ame 
bush. Whenever we came to a dark ravine 
our hearts were in our throats—at least 
mine was, The Indlans never gave opes 
battle. 


In five weeks we worked our way down 
to within about eight miles of Fronteras, 
on the Mexican border, where Lieut. Wile 
der had his camp. Lieut. Gatewood obe 
tained reinforcements there, saying that 
he was pushing after Geronimo. A sere 
geant and seven men were detailed as his 
bodyguard, and two Yuma Apache scouts 
were alse given us. Gatewood already hag 
two sub-chiefs of the Chiracahua Apaches, 
and these pushed forward alone. 

We traveled about twenty miles, when 


, we met the Chiracahaus caming back. They 


reported that Genonimo -would be in camp 
in the Berhispe Canyon, about two days’ 
march from Fronteras. Pushing on, about 
dusk the second day we heard a rustle itn 
the underbrush. I was leading my horse 
and that of Lieut. West. One animal starte 
ed to whinny, and I stopped him by tighte 
ening the halter shank around his neck. 

Fearlessly Lieut. Gatewov.d went ahead 
of the six or seven others of us to investi- 
gate. That man was always ahead. When 
we came up he was standing in a sort of 
clearing in the presence of six or seven 
Indians, two sitting on stumps and the 
others standing, smoking pipes, he looking 
at them and they at him in blank amazee 
ment. 


I suppose we were about the most sur- 
prised men in the army, but those Indians 
were even more surprised. They made no 
move for their firearms. In numbers we 
were about equal. We had troops within 
trumpet call; other Indlans were close at 
hand. 

Now I am going to write a historical 
fact which seems to have been held all 
these years as an army secret, for In the 
accounts of Geronimo's capture that I have 
read I have never seen it stated. It is 
this: 


Neither Lieut. Gatewood nor any man 
with him knew that one of the Indians we 
had surprised in’ that little clearing was 
the wicked Geronimo. 

We had captured him and didn’t know ft, 
And the Indians with him were his bloode 
thirsty sub-chiefs. Nor did we know that 
we had the disturbing element of all the 
Indian troubles tn Arizona until well along 
into the next day, when another division 
of the army came up to us and the ole 
flcers recognized our prisoners. 

It was pure luck that led us to Geronima, 
It was an easy capture, for those Indliang 
were fagged by the long chase the troops 
had given them. They looked half starved, 
They were so worn that they appeareg 
willing to give up. So were we, for thag 
matter. 

Headquarters were 60 miles away, and we 
started back with the captives. We Ief 
the Indians, armed and mounted, keep @ 
mile or more ahead of us, and at night 
they had a separate camp. It makes me 
tremble when | think of the liberty given 
to murderous Geronimo on that march, dug 
we did not know whom we had caught. 

I must say, though, that I fel. wueatinge 
tively that we had a prize in one of those 
Indians, the one whom we afterward 
learned was Geronimo, for his face gave 
me the shivers. He looked like a man 
who would never do anjsthne without @ 
purpose, and who would rather that pute 
pose were evil. 

In after years I thought {t funny that 
this incident had escaped public notice; 80, 
when Lieut. Gatewood and I were at Fort 
McKenney, Wyoming. five yeas ago, I 
asked him about it, and he assured me 
then that he did not have the slightest 
idea that he had captured Geronima,

I mean she ts bigger in a commercial 
way—in the matter of dollars and cents. 

I don’t suppose that one citizen of the 
Btate out of 560,000 realizes the importance 
of the hen. In the gathering of the sta- 
tistics for my annual report on the indus- 
tries of the state I learned that even the 
farmers who raise the hen do not realize 
her importance as a comparative wealth 
producer. 

Briefly stated, the facts are that Queen 
Chickabiddy and her product overtop in 
valuation all the horses, mules, sheep, oats, 
rye, grass seed, cane seed, castor beans, 
cotton seed, tobacco, hay and straw by 
over $50,000. 

And the hen is going to do better than 
that in Missouri. All my information shows 
that the industry of raising poultry has 
had a remarkable boom within the last two 
years and that the percentage of increase 
for next year will be proportionate. 

In 1889 the figures of the*railroad and ex- 
press companies showed that 166,988,710 
poufids of poultry were shipped by the 
Missouri counties. That meant an increase 
of 36,907,443 pounds, or over one-fifth in the 
dressed poultry business alone. 

Missouri last year shipped 34,875,040 dozens 
of eggs. Adding the value of eggs to that 
of the dead chicken shows that during the 
year the state secured $12,091,048.54 from the 
poultry raising business. 


THE HATCHERY. 


By GEORGE BATEMAN, who 
has an Incubating Plant at Wells- 
ton, St. Louis County. 


N order to raise chickens for market and 
successfully conduct an incubating 
business these are foundation rules 

that cannot by any possibility be ignored 
except at the expense of the farmer: 

Have at least one rooster with every 12 
hens. 

Keep your stock clean. 

The only necessary metnod in carrying out 
the second rule is to keep the chicken 
houses clean. It is Just as certain that the 
chickens will then keep themselves clean 
mas it is that they cannot keep themselves 
clean unless the house is immaculate. 

The proprietors of each hatchery has his 
own method of mixing food bought at such 
a cost of experience that he would not, of 
course, make public his recipes, but no man 
was ever successful in the poultry business 
who did not stick to this rule: Whatever 
you feed and, however you feed it, never 
put into it anything but the best grades of 
grain. Cheap grain, cheap chickens, The 
only persons who do not think this rule in- 
fallible are those who have just entered 
the business. 

Don't overfeed. Don’t forget the dirt. 
Give your chickens of whatever breed all 
the sand or gravel or mud that Is possible 
The grit provided in open market which is 
made out of granite is as good, we find, as 


any special preparation that the promoters

Louis hatcheries of note, with possibly one 
exception, are located outside the city 
limits. 

St. Louis handles probably one-third of 
the poultry of the state for shipment or for 
local consumption. The business has of 
late been placed on a basis similar to that 
of large packing houses. The large houses 
of the city have branch houses in nearly 
all the large cities of the state. It is be- 
coming a rule for several of the large com- 
mission houses of the city to buy the poul- 
try outright. 

The increase of the poultry raising indus- 
try in the state has been so large, indeed, 
that the cattle packing houses are today 
sharp rivals of the commission men in this 
line. nearly all of them having established 
chicken packing houses of their own. omx 


It is charged that the great packing 
houses are in a trust, working without any 
real competition. In the matter of hens, 
however, the fact ts to be quoted that it 
requires not over six months as the ex- 
treme limit to bring a chicken to the age 
when it will bring a price worth while, 
while a cow or a steer produce practically 
no profit until they are at least three years 
old. For these reasons all attempts to cor- 
ner the poultry market in St. Louls have 
so far failed. 

The largest incubators in the state are lo- 
cated at Cape Girardeau and in this city. 


THE EGG, 


_ -—

7 T. LOUIS does fully one-half of the 
egg business of Missouri. The busi- 
ness is kept in the main quite dis- 

tinct from the dealing in fowls themselves, 

On an average every day in the year 
there are 60,000 cases of eggs in storage in 
the city—that is, 18,000,000 eggs. Their av- 
erage valuation is $150,000. There are two 
large storage plants in the city, owned by 
the National Cold Storage Co. and the 
Mound City Storage Co., each of which has 
capacity to take care of the greater part 
of this business. Then, too, of course. there 
are countless small refrigerators and cold 
storage plants maintained by dealers. 

There are no figures exactly showing the 
point, but the indications are that the egg 
is crowding meat out of public favor to 
a considerable extent. In any event, the 
busineas has grown in St. Louis during the 
last five years to such an extent that the 
packing houses have taken to it themselves, 
are building cold storage houses in connec- 
tion with their plants tn many cities and 
are already strong competitors of tne reg- 
ular egg men. 

St. Louis eats 400 cases of storage egge 
every day. The figures regarding fresh 
eggs, which are sold in a small way by 
small dealers, cannot be secured. 

There are 30 dozen eggs in a case. St. 
Louis’ shipping season is confined practi- 
cally to March and April and early May. 
During this period the city sends away at 
least 1000 cases of eggs a day to the East. 

The average price of eggs the year round 
is within a fraction of 10 cents a dozen. 
The average retail value of a hen in the 
game market is 25 cents. She costs on an 
average a cent a pound less than the cost 
of feeding and mairitenance up to the time 
she is put on the market, say 21 to 23 cents,

But the hen makes more than 3 or 
4 cents profit, which comes from the sale 


of her flesh. 

When she tis dead she represents between 
15 and 18 per cent profit to her owner as a 
corpse. Bear in mind that this applies to 
the average hen. 

After reaching the laying age a hen will 
average somewhere near 200 eggs a year. 
If all the eggs,are marketed, or eaten by 
the owner, which represents to him the 
same profit, she will have brought him, on 
the average $1.67 by her product.

RESIDENT M’KINLEY smokes 
four or five cigars a day. He 
bites the end off the weed. After 
carefully sealing down the ragged 
edges of tobacco by rolling it in his 
mouth he gazes contemplatively at 
the cigar, and reaching for a match 
lights it. After puffing a few times 
the President takes a strangle hold 
on his cigar and again gazes at it. 
He smokes slowly and takes small 
puffs. His cigars are made of the 
same tobacco that is furnished to 
the Prince of Wales by a Havana 
dealer, who charges his royal high- 
ness $1 per smoke.

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OULD you study a man’s charac- 
ter? Watch him smoke a cigar. 
Bismarck, when he wished to 

gauge the intellect of an opposing diplomat, 
would play a game of chess with him. But 
Bismarck was a pipe-smoker and did not 
comprehénd the niceties of the handling of 
a Havana. 

American public men, from President Mc- 
Kinley down, are mostly cigar-smokers. 
They are probably unconscious of the ex- 
tent to which they reveal their characters 
when they indulge in the weed. 

Take the angle at which a man holds a 
cigar between his teeth. That means a 
great deal. If the cigar points upward tho 
smoker is of a pugnacious, truculent dis- 
position, not very sensitive, intent on hav- 
ing his own way and not considerate of 
other people’s feelings. 

Richard Croker smokes a cigar in this 
fashion. So does Thomas Sharkey. So, ina 
modified degree, do Mark Hanna and J. 
Pierpont Morgan. 

A cigar held at right angles to the face 
denotes in the smoker firmness of charac- 
ter and a well-balanced mind. President 
McKinley is a horizontal smoker. So is Sen- 
ator Chauncey M. Depew. So is Senator 
Davis of Minnesota. 

When the cigar droops somewhat be- 
tween the lips it may denote weakness of 

character or the careless, happy-go-lucky 
temperament of the artist. Francis Wilson 
and the Earl of Yarmouth alike carry their 
cigars in this listless fashion.

quick, nervous temperament. Senator Platt 
is an example of this habit. Others are 
Croker, J. Pierpont Morgan and Senator

To hold a cigar at half arm's length de- 
notes self-control, dignity and a well-bal- 
anced mind. President McKinley is a half- 
arm smoker. So Senator Depew. And, 
strange to say, Senator Hanna too. 

Combined with his cigar-tilting angle, 
this indicates a pugnacious temperament 
well under control. 

Holding a cigar at arm's length tis a trick 
of the leisurely, contemplative m.: the 
man of reflection rather than action. It 
generally accompanies the drooping 
of the cigar in the mouth, and here again 
Francis Wilson and the Earl of Yarmouth 
are examples. 

Then there are three 
tension of the arm and hand behind the 
cigar. (1) The arm may be rigid and the 
cigar strongly gripped, indicating great ac- 
tivity and fighting power. (2) The arm may 
be relaxed gracefully while the fingers re- 
tain ‘a firm hold of the cigar, indicating a 
calm, judicial temperament. (3) The arm 
may droop and the fingers retain but a 
languid hold on the cigar, indicating weak- 
ness or habitual indifference. 

Examples of No. 1 are Senator Plait, 
Richard Croker, Mark Hanna and Thomas 
Sharkey; of No. 2, President McKinley, 
Senator Depew, Pierpont Morgan and 
Francis Wilson; of No. 3, the Earl of Yar- 
mouth. 

President McKinley knows a good eigar 
and smokes only the best grade. His cigars 
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grown in the province of Pinar del Rio and 
ceiebrated for its excellence of flavor. They 
are of puritano size and very dark. 

The President's preference is for Cuban 
cigars as against those made in the Phil- 
When Gen. Francis V. Greene re- 
turned from Manila he brought back sev- 
eral hundred of the best of Manilas, but 
the President smoked few of these. He pre- 
sented them to friends, who on their part 
preferred to keep them as souvenirs. 

The President. smokes now four or 
five cigars a day. There was a time during 
and directly after the war with Spain that 
his incessant smoking disturbed his nerv- 
to such an extent that the 
White House physicians ordered him to re- 
duce his allowance. At that time he 
aii severely from neuralgia 
as worry. His physicians induced him to 
consult a dentist, for he believed that 
smoking relieved his intense pain. 

After a few sittings with the dentist the 
neuralgic pains were reduced, but the Pres- 
ident persisted in smoking a dozen cigars 
daily. 

When he went to Hot Springs, Va., last 
spring his physicians specified an allowance 
of four or five a day, and he has never ex- 
ceeded it. 

President McKinley bites the end off his 
cigar. After carefully sealing down the 
ragged edges of tobacco by rolling it in his 
mouth he is ready for business.

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The President usually smokes two cigars 
during the morning, one in the afternoon 
and or two after dinner. At cabinet 
meetings everybody smokes who wants to. 

President McKinley most liberal with 
his cigars. Whenever he has a visitor and 
is smoking himself he over and 
proffers one of his “private stock” to the 
caller. Usually it 1s accepted, but seldom 
lighted. His cigars are made of the same 
tobacco that is furnished to the Prince of 
Wales by a Havana tobacconist, who 
charges his royal highness $1 per smoke. 
As the President's cigars are much smaller, 
they are not so expensive. 

Presents of cigars have long been a 
presidential perquisite. During the Grant 
administration they were much in demand. 
During President Cleveland's first term he 
seldom smoked and the cigars presented 
him were stored away in the White House, 
When President Harrison succeeded Cleve- 
land many of the finest smoked by himseif 
and his friends were those presented to 
President Cleveland and left in the White 
House. 

President McKinley is not suffering from 
tobacco heart or any other organic weak- 
ness due to the use of tobacco. He is not an 
excessive smoker.

In 
addition, if neglected by the driver and 
anything should go wrong, it is almost im- 
possible to damage the motor, it merely 
coming to a stop. When the trouble Is 
remedied it runs the same as before. 

When the driver of a gasoline automobile 
understands his machine he can go almost 
anywhere without fear of not getting home. 
One gallon of gasoline will run an ordinary 
vehicle, seating two, for 25 miles.

THE STEAM AUTOMOBILE. 
By; HARRY R. GEER. 


HE steam automobile is today with- 
out doubt the most perfect form of 
self-propelled vehicle, but at the 

same time it is not perfect, nor is there in 
existence today a perfect automobile of any 
description, no matter whether the power 
be steam, gasoline, electricity, acetyline, 
compressed air, liquefied air or spring mo- 
tor. All forms have disadvantages. The 
first three types named, viz., steam, gaso- 
line and electric, are the only ones which 
are at present in a state near enough to 
perfection to be marketable. Steam vehi- 
cles predominate, because they have less 
faults than other systems. 

The general public, as a rule, confound a 
steam vehicle with a gasoline vehicle, be- 
cause both types utilize gasoline. The pro-

steam boiler, made of a thin steel shell,one- 
fourth of an inch thick, head and crown 
sheet of the same material three-eighths 
of an inch thick. The steel shell is wound 
with two layers of piano wire, in order to 
give it additional streigth. The boiler is 
transversed with 325 copper tubes, running 
vertically a half inch in dilameter, No. 18 
stub gauge thick, 14% inches long, embrac- 
ing about 50 square feet of heating surface, 
and developing five-horse power. The 
breaking strength is over 1200 pounds pres- 
sure to the square inch, but it is fitted with 
a safety valve, which allows part of the 
steam pressure to escape when it reaches 
200 pounds, thus leaving the factor of safety 
at six, this being the requirement of the 
United States marine law, or, in other 
words, the pressure of the boiler will stand 
six times more strain than it will ever be 
subjected to. A boiler of this sort cannot be 
exploded. A few tubes could be broken 
loose and the steam allowed to escape. but 
on account of the construction of the car- 
riage under no circumstances could the 
steam come in contact with the body of the 
operator. He could not be burned or 
scalded, nor the carriage in any way in- 
jured by such an accident. 

Attached to the bottom of the boiler is a 
gasoline burner, which has 2500 small holes. 
In the body of the vehicle ts a small cop- 
per tank, which holds the air supply. The 
air is pumped into this tank through an 
ordinary bicycle tire valve by the use of an 
ordinary bicycle pump. This tank should be 
pumped to a pressure of 35 pounds, which 
is registered on a gauge placed on the left 
hand side of the dashboard, and is con- 
stantly in sight of the operator.

Under the footboard is placed a gasoline 
tank holding seven and one-half gallons of 
gasoline, which is sufficient for a run of 
89 miles. The compressed air forces the gas- 
oline out of the gasoline tank and through 
a pipe running down one side of the boiler 
and up the other side and finally into the 
burner placed at the bottom of the boiler. 
The gasoline is forced through the boller 
in order to change the gasoline to vapor. 
The vapor ignites a blue flame of the same 
color as an ordinary gasoline stove. The 
flame is much longer and far more intense 
on account of it being forced through by 
the compressed air in the storage tank, 
whereas, the gasol‘ne in a stove is forced 
through the busphet by gravity, the tank 
being set about wiree feet higher than the 
Stove. 

In the body of the vehicle is carried a 
copper tank, which contains 25 gallons of 
water, this being sufficient for a run of 
from 60 to 80 miles, according to the char- 
acter of the road traveled on. 

The engine, situated directly under the 
seat, appears to be but a toy, but is very 
powerful, being built on the same plan as 
a locomotive. 

Attached to the exhaust ports of the en- 
gine is a small copper tank. 4x8 inches. 
This is termed a muffler, its agency being 
to deaden the sound of escaping steam; so 
when the carriage is in operation it is prac- 
tically noiseless. The steam after leaving 
this muffler is carried over the top of the 
boiler and superheated, then through a pipe 
out of the rear end of the vehicle and down 
near the ground, so that when the steam 
finally reaches the air it is impossible to 
detect any escaping steam, except under 
two conditions. On a cold day the steam 
can be plainly seen or on any day that the 
atmosphere is heavily laden with moisture. 

This carriage can be driven at any rate 
of speed, from one to forty miles an hour, 
either forward or backward, the backward 
speed being very useful in backing out of a 
stable or in any limited space. 

The operating of the carriage is very 
simple, there being a gauge on the right 
hand side of the dashboard, a steam gauge 
allowing the operator to see at all times ex- 
actly what pressure of steam his boiler 
contains. The carriage may be operated 
with as low as 30 pounds of steam in the 
boller or as high as 2) pound : Of course 
the more steam the more power and the 
more speed. 

One lever steers the vehicle, which is held 
In the left hand; one lever held in the right 
hand controls the speed. This is done by 
moving the lever forward or backward, 
which regulates the supply of steam from 
the boiler to the engine. The toe of the left 
foot is kept on a gong or alarm bell. 

The right foot is kept on the brake. When 
back is resting on the back of 
the seat and the right foot on the brake, 
by straightening the knee it is possible to 
exert a very powerful brake, which Is fitted 
to the rear axle. At an ordinary speed it 
could be stopped in ten feet and at top 
speed from 15 to 20 feet without danger to 
the vehicle. It would, however, be possibile 
to stop inside of ten feet when traveling at 
top speed, but this would endanger the 
tnechanism and also be apt to hurt the 
tires and should never be done except in a 
case of great emergency. 

The main trouble with the steam vehicle 
is that you must keep an eye on your wa- 
ter, as it is impossible to operate a boller 
without water and In case the water should 
become exhausted and not noticed by the 
operator the boiler would become scorched. 
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THE MERITS OF DIFFERENT POWERS. 


This, however, could only happen by rank 
carelessness, or by a rank amateur, who 
had absolutely no knowledge of the vehicle 
under his control, but should such an acci- 
dent happen it could be repaired at a cost 
of from $10 to $25. If an accident of this 
kind should occur on the road there is ab- 
solutely no way of getting home. Whether 
the operator is an amateur or an expert, he 
must be towed in. 

I recently made a trip Fast and devoted 
considerable time to investigating the dif- 
ferent automobiles found in the different 
cities, but the greatest surprise which was 
brought to me forcibly was the number of 
vehicles in use in other citles compared to 
the extremely small number in St. Louls, 
but the reason is not a hard one to find. 

Other cities, and even towns which are 
not large enough to be dignified by the 
name city, have streets which are correct- 
ly called streets, while St. Louis has very 
few thoroughfares that deserve such a tl- 
tle.

I believe I have the fastest automobile is 
St. Louis and I will test the matter in the 
auto races at the Fair Grounds, Hereto- 
fore I have raced and distanced every au» 
tomobile I have seen on the streets of 8t 
Louls. 

My moto ts designed to carry two per 
sons. One sits on the front seat, and the 
operator oc uples the rear saddle. 

The machine is driven by @ gasoline mo- 
tor that makes power by successive ¢Z- 
plosions of a small quantity of gasoline in 
a piston chamber. The gasoline falls drop 
by drop in the rear end of the piston chame 
ber and is ignited by an electric spark. 
The explosion pushes the piston rod up and 
down in the same manner as @ steam @f-e 
gine is run. 

The machine !s started off by working the 
pedals as you would a bicycle. This pedal 
action starts the gasoline to dripping and 
generates electricity for the electric ignit- 
ing spark. When the motor ts tn operation 
you remove your feet from the pedals tos
